In further discussion Dave 
ludley, associate justice, said 
tyat in his opinion this complaint} 
should have been addressed to 
the legislative braneh of the 
student government. He further 
thought that this action was not 
of judicial concern. | 


Hornet Infemetion Denied

nied Alan Darrah’'s request for’ 
an injunction with these com-; 
ments; the Hornet is a privileged) 
press, stated Cameron, because} 
it is not bought on the news!

Cameron's opinion was that the 
news content of the paper was 
“O.K."’, he also reeognized the 
fact that it does take stands on 
issues but said that this was a 
proper function of the paper.

The Chief Justice said that it 
seemed to him that the BOJ 
ought to deny Darrah's request!

Vail case. 

It was in this case that the 
Board of Justice ruled the Board 
of Directors to be uneonstitution-| 
al in acting in the name of the} 
ASSSC and that they should in- 
stead act for, or en behalf of, 
the students, 

The two associate justices, who 
sat on the Vail eomplaint, held 
firrn on the decisions wording and 
so it will stand. Cameron had 
stepped down in the Vail case.
